Corn sii ive sample s, Which have been an ily zed, appear 
to be lower in protein and energy compares to past years. 
Hot dry weather in August resulted in small ears and less 
grain in the corn silage. Analyzing your corn silage is 
advisable to identify the true feed valye of the crop. 

With health, the incidence of pneumonia consistently 
increases through the fall months of October, November 
and December 

A complete vaccination program can improve the im- 
mune status of a herd and decrease the incidence and 
severity of respiratory diseases. He recommends vaccinat 
ing all cattle over six months of age with Triangle 9 which 
contains IBR, BVD, P13, BRSV and Lepto 5. 

Booster all cattle with Triangle 4, which are over six 
months of age and were not vaccinated in previous years. 
If the herd has a problem with respiratory disease in calves 
under six months, double vaccinate this group two weeks 
apart. Use Triangle 4+containing IBR, BVD, P13 and BRSV 
before the high risk fall weather begins. 

Itisalways advisable toconsult witha veterinarian before 
carrying out a herd health program.

Beavers, dams and trap- 
ping the buck-toothed ro- 
dents was a topic of discus- 
sion at the September 29th 
Centre Hastings council 
mecting. 

A letter had«been re- 
ceived from Mr Robert 
Legate complaining about 
the trapping of beavers and 
the unwanted changes it has 
caused on his property

It became difficult to 
suspend students because 
parents would take the mat- 
ter to the trustees who, for 
political reasons. would of- 
ten back the parents. Some 
parents would put the blame 
of their child's cheating on 
the teacher by saying the 
teacher was not vigilant 
enough. Inmy last vear I and 
a female colleague were as- 
saulted by a student who re- 
fused to stop and remove his 
hat for the national anthem 
When we both insisted on 
taking the matter to court we 

were first asked not to pro- 
ceed by the administration, 
then im court we were asked 
to allow the pudge to reduce 
the charge to a misdemean- 
our. We refused on the 
grounds that had the situa- 
tion been reversed there 
would have been no such 
leniency, secondly, the 


young man had a history of 


violence. thirdly. it would 


send a message to the rest of 


the school that no one was 
gong to get away with as- 
saultine teachers without 
consequences. | blame some 
provisions of the Young 
Offenders Act for this atti- 
tude of the voung. Many 
times | have heard my stu- 
dents exhort another to wreak 


- 


revenge on someone bv as- 
sault or slaShing tires, etc 
because “if vou get caught 
nothing much happens to 
vou . Thissameattitude has 
also contributed to lack of 
ability of parents to keep 
discipline in their homes. If 
a parent hit his child the con- 
sequences could be severe. 
On the other hand. if the 
youngster did the same to 
the parent. aslaponthe wrist 
was all that usually hap- 
pened 
The inspiration for this 
column came when mys 
brother told the story of a 
friend who was buying a 
house but could not do so 
because the assets were fro- 
zen pending a lawsuit. Ap- 
parently, the homeowner had 
hired a crew to do a roofing 
job. At noon hour the owner 
bought a small case of beer 
and offered it to the men 
Later on one of the men lost 
his balance and fell off the 
oof. The owner was sued 
claiming that he was respon- 
sible. Excuse me, but it 
seems to me only the worker 
would know how much one 
or two beer would affect his 
ability. And where was the 
responsibility of the contrac- 
tor? Like having arule about 
no drinking of any sorts on 
the job. If there was such a 
rule, is the adult who chose 
to break the rule not the one 
responsible for his own ac- 
tions?

Local cow-calf produc- 
ers are aware that they must 
provide a high quality prod- 
uct that wall consistently 
provide. the consumer with 
a good cating experience 

A good cating experi- 
ence 1s based on the pro- 
duction and preparation of 
the night type of meat prod- 
uct that 1s tender. yuicy and 
with a good flavour every 
time. According to a 1995 
US. survey. 20 percent of 
beef producers do not pass 
consumer satisfaction in 
cating quality. To produce 
a quality product to meet 
consumer demand. the in- 
dustry, has determined it is 
looking for a carcass that 1s 
youthful. finishing in less 
than 15 months, will grade 
Al or A2 and have a mar- 
bling score of double A 
(AA) or ercater 

Last fall a group of cattle 
from |2 local farms started 
on a Purina Cattle Classic 
feedlot tral to determine if 
their cattle could mect the 
enteria to produce qualits 
beef. In addition, producers 
wanted to know what cows 
in their herd were produc- 
ing calves that would meet 
this criteria most efficiently 
and make them the most 
moneys 

Working in conjunction 
with the Becf Management 
Clubs from Peterborough. 
Victoria and Durham re- 
gions, 75 steers and 450 heif- 
ers were fed out at Joe 
Steed ‘s feedlot in the Keene 
area on the Purina Cattle 
Classic feeding program 
The cattle were fed in a 
typical feeding program 
consisting of Com Silagc. 
Barley/Drv Com. and Sup- 


plement designed to finish 
the cattle toa double A grad- 
ing standard The consign- 
ors were charred for medi- 
cations. feed at 33 cents 
pound of gain for steers and 
51 cents/pound for heifers 
and a daily vardage fee of 
25 cents/head/day The pro- 
ducers received an accu- 
rate assessment of how their 
cattle performed - Average 
Daily Gain. days on feed, 
feed cost. total cost per 
pound of gain. and cach ani- 
mal’s carcass data and 
value 

Purina’s Cattle Classic 
trial is designed as an infor- 
mation feedback program 
for cammercial and pure- 
bred cattle producers to de- 
termine how well their cat- 
tle will perform in a com- 
mercial feedlot situation. To 


enhance the value of their / 


cattle, cow-calf producers 
need information that accu- 
rately assesses their ani- 
mal’s performance. Produc- 
ers whose cattle perform 
above average in daily gain, 
feed efficiency, carcass 
yield and grade can use the 
data to demand price pre- 
miums from feedlot opera- 
tors and packers 

After a challenging start 
to the trial due to cattle 
health issues through De- 
cember-January. the cattle 
performed quite well int he 
feedlot and in carcass 
grades. The steers had an 
ADG of 3.13 Ibs /day and 


the heifers had an ADG of 


2.89 Ibs /day 

On a carcass basis all of 
the cattle exeept one graded 
Canada Al or A? and 94 
percent of the cattle had a 
marbling score of double A 
or ercafer The heifers fin- 
ished out on an aver: we of 
13.8 months of aac and the 
steers averaged 13 6 months 


grade for quality beef 


of age Based on this infor- 
mation. the cow-calf pro- 
ducers in this trial are pro- 
ducing the right t. pe of car- 
casses to meet the consumer 
demand for quality meat. 

The largest difference 
occurred in the efficiency 
of the cattle and the profit 
generated. The range in 
averrne daily gain was 
2.12-3.95 Ibs./day, the 
range in time to market 
was 12-20 months for the 
heifers and 12.3 - 16.2 
months for the steers. and 
the range in profit for head 
was (-$79.74) to $149.73 
for the heifers and (- 
$68.71) to $150.75 for the 
steers. If cow-calf produc- 
ers are going to demand a 
premium for their calves 
they will have to select 


/breeding stock from cows 


that produce calves that are 
going to perform above av- 
erage in the feedlot and 
make money for the feedlot 
owners. 

After reviewing the data 
collected, participating 
producers have to think 
about how this informa- 
tion affects their manage- 
ment decisions in the fu-

ture. Hopefully cow-call 
producers can use his in- 
formation to make deci- 
sions on breeds/breeding 
combinations as well as 
health and processing 
protocols as they market 
their cattle in the future. 
Cattle Classic data or infor- 
mation programs like it 
should form the basis for 
producers to sell a value- 
based calf in the future in- 
stead of selling the calf as 
an average commodity. In 
addition, cow-calf produc- 
ers must produce calves that 
will produce carcasses that 
will provide a good eating 
experience for the consumer 
every time.

Ice damming can be an 
annual nuisance and prob- 
lem for some home owners 

Unlike unpredictable 
winter conditions, ice dams 
and their effects can be con- 
trolled through sound build- 
ing practices and practical 
home owner maintenance 

Where ice dams form. 
leaks can be prevented by 
cleaning the snow off the 
roof, particularly at the 
eaves, and by knocking ice 
formations from the eaves 
and valley ends. Care'should 
be taken not todamage roof- 
ing 

Ice damming occurs 
when ice forms on the lower 
edge of roofs and prevents 
water from draining off 
freels 

As the weather warms 
the melted ice water can 
back up and leak under shin- 
gles because shingles do not 
seal up a roof, They depend 
on continuous drainage to 
work effectivels 

Leakage caused by ice 
damming can lead to the 
deterioration of wood roof

Council sticks to:their 


guns on road toll issue

Marmora Village Coun- 
cil again turned down a re- 
quest by the Marmora and 
District Lions.Club to hold a 
road toll on Highway 7. 

Lions President Brenda 
Brett attended the October 
18 meeting and cited rea- 
sons she and the Club thought 
it should be approved. 

She said the general con- 
sensus in the Village was 


“that the two locations allot- 


ted by the council will cause 
more confusion than that tra- 
ditionally used by the Club 
(in business section and at 
least four houses South on 
Highway 14). 

Brett also said there is 
worry thew will‘not have 
enough money to conduct 
the local Santa Claus Pa- 
rade since there is less and 
less support being received 
from the local businesses. 

Councillor Cathie Jones 
provided a survey of a 
number of municipalities 
which showed none of them 
allow road tolls on a major 
highway. She and Reeve 
Wilma Bush felt the situa- 
tion is too dangerous and too 
much back-up is created with 
a toll on Highway 7. 

Councillors Bob Kent 
and Morris McCaul voted in 
favour of the road toll. 


Deputy Reeve Russ Mitchell 
was absent. 

The Club was given per- 
mission to hold the road toll 
as. originally agreed by 
Council from 8 am. to | 
p.m. instead of 7:30- 11:30 
am. 

Reporting on the local 
Community Policing Com- 
mittee at the last Marmora 
Village Council meeting, 
Councillor Jones said the

A resolution was passed

Schools to pilot 
satellite delivered 


Internet 


The Hastings and Prince 
Edward District School 
Board has been selected 
along with the Lewisport- 
Gander School District in 
Newfoundland to pilot an 
innovative networking tech- 
nology aimed at improving 
Internet services to rural 
Canadian schools. The Ca- 
nadian Network for. Re- 
search, Industry and Edu- 
cation (CANARIE) is fund- 
ing the $1 millign project 
- along with Telesat Canada, 
International Datacasting 
Corp. and Rebel.com. These 
three Ottawa-based compa- 
nies will provide satellite 
dishes, data receivers, and. 
caching servers to several 
pilot schools in exe dis- 
trict. 


The technical has for. 


the project involves the in- 
tegration of satellite com- 
munication and data stor- 
age or “‘caching”” technol- 
ogy. A central server in 
_ Ottawa will automatically 
identify popular educa- 
tional web sites accessed 
by students at individual 
schools and will transmit 
the information via satellite 
to all participating schools.

Satellite receivers at each 
school will decode the sig- 
nal and save a local copy of 
the information in a spe- 


cialized storage computer 


called a ‘*caching server’’. 
Classroom computers per- 


forming Internet searches 
will be configured to check 
the local caching server 
first, before issuing a re- 
quest to the often congested 
Internet. It is expected that 
up to 40 percent of the In- 
ternet requests could be sat- 
isfied locally, providing a 
much more rapid response 
and a more productive and 
user-friendly learning en- 


* vironment for students. 


Twelve area schools are 
involved in the project 
which will run until August 
Participants will 
monitor the system to test 
satellite transmission rates, 
adequacy of cache sizes, 
and most importantly, im- 
provement of Internet ac- 
cess speeds for students and 
teachers. Ultimately, the 
goal is to optimize the ar- 
chifecture of the system to 
make it appealing to schools 
right across,the country.

Phat was one of the inter- 
esting facts revealed when 
the County's Community 
} ransportation Plan was pre- 
sented ata recent meeting of 
the Municipal Planhing Com- 
mittee. Councillor Trish 
Baird, a member of the Steer- 
ing Committee, introduced 
the report to her colleagues. 

Brighton tops the list with 
the highest percentage-- 
22.46 compared to 21.50 
for CCampbellford/Seymour. 
Others high on the list of 
heavily senior populated 
communities are the Village 
of Hastings at 20.17 percent 
and the Township of Percy 
at 20.12 per cent. 

The report was prepared 
by Schmied Communica- 
tions of Mississauga. 

hese figures are becom- 
ing increasingly important, 
says the report, “‘inaffecting 
travel patterns and needs, 
especially with respect to 
services related to health care 
needs and to recreational 
pursuits.”” 

Demographic compart- 
sons with the provincial and 
county populations differ 
dramatically with local re- 
gions. Ontario shows a per- 
centage of 34.01 for_stu- 
dents and only 11.25 for 
seniors while the County has 
21.15 percent students and 
16.08 percent seniors. 

The figures presented in 
the report make it clear that 
the student population in 
Northumberland is lower by 
almost 13 per cent than that 
of the provincial average. At 
the same time, the senior 
citizen population is almost 
five percent higher. 


More Retirees 

‘This large demographic 
bulge in the population will 
the ranks of 
retirees, and the arcas most 
affected will be Counties such 
as Northumberland. 

** Because of the pleasant, 
semi-rural’ nature of the 
County and its proximity to 
the Greater Toronto Area. it 
is anatural draw for people 
considering retirement. Itis 
therefore reasonable to ex- 
pect the ranks of seniors in 
this area to continue to in- 
crease ata rate above thatof 
the provincial average.”

‘The restructuring of 
publicly-funded services, 
suchas hospitals, where peo- 
ple have to travel further to 
obtain services, has made 
responsive transportation a 
fundamental need,”* the re- 
port points out. 


It also noted that people 
drive less as they get older, 


- yetexpectations for personal 


independence have in 
creased in the past decades. 
And rightly so. “Studies 
‘prove that when people are 
both physically and men- 
tally active, they alsoremain 
healthier. This, in turn, puts 
less of astrainon families,on 
health services and on tax- 
payer costs.”* 


To Create Linkages 

The plancalls on the crea- 
tion of a transportation 
scheduling database to pro- 
vide information to organi- 
zations on options for co- 
ordination through Info 
Northumberland. Efforts will 
be made to create linkages 
between all areas of the 
county, especially central 
area Colborne, Cramahe and 
Haldimand. 


Three information ses- 
sions will be held in Cobourg, 
Brighton and Campbellford 
to raise awareness and to 
train potential drivers.

of residents as well.”’ 

Last month, Medical OF- 
ficer of Health, Dr. Alex 
Hukowich, issued letters to 
alllong-termecare facilities in 
the area requesting they de 
velop policies toensure staff 
and volunteers are immu 
nized. If staff refuse to be 
immunized, and donot take 
medication available tofight 
influenza A, Dr. Hukowich 
says he is prepared to issue 
orders requiring facilities to 
suspend those employees 
from work during an out 
break of influenza. 

“itis not possible toelimi 
nate every risk to our 
health,"’ said Dr. Hukowich. 
‘But if there is something 
we can do to lessen the risk 
we should be doing it, and 
immunization lessens the nsk 
of catching and spreading 
influenza.” 

At the conclusion of the 
presentation, Dr. Hukowich 
presented Mitchell and CDC 
nurses Linda Wakeman and 
Heather Harnden-Russell 
with aframed painting from 
the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health 
Unit. The painting had been 
given tothe CDC nurses by 
the neighbouring health unit 
in appreciation for their re- 
cent.work with the refugees 
from Kosovo.
